Washington, Oct. 17.—Conforming 
with the general tendency in the 
automotilve industry in the last few |

months, tire dealers have been re-| 
' ducing their average stocks, it was| 
disclosed today by the Department | 
of Commerce. 

As of October 1 last the average 
stock of “Automobile and truck cas- 
ings per dealer in the United States 
was 60, according to preliminary 
estimates reported by 23,971 dealers, 
representing a decrease of 8 casings 
per dealer since the same day of 
1929 and 4.4 less than on October 1 
two years ago. 

A total of 17,890 dealers reported 
255,927 high-pressure casings in| 
stock, or 14.3 per dealer, while 20,- 
045 dealers reported 459,001 high- 
pressure casings, or an average of | 
22.9 per dealer, on October 1, 1929. | 

Inner tubes held by dealers aver- 
age 87, as compared with 103 a year 
ago, the figures show. 

An analysis by volume groups was 
prepared of the reports from dealers 
having stocks of casings, and a 
comparison made with the survey |

The first eleven states to report 
September registrations show an 
aggregate of 26,965, as compared 
with 28,983 in the preceding month, 
a decline of 6.9 per cent., and com- 
paring with 48,200 in the corre- 
sponding month of last year, a de- 
cline of 44 per cent. This compares 
with a seasonal decline in August 
from July of 19 per cent. and a drop 
of 46 per cent. in that month from 
the corresponding period of last 
year. 

A seasonal decline of 15 per cent, 
from August may normally be ex- 
pected in September, but the early 
returns would indicate that the 
falling off will be considerably below 
the normal expectation. In 1929, 
September sales were 19 per cent. 
below the preceding month. 

Four of the first eleven states 
to report September registrations 
showed larger totals than in the 
preecding month. These states were 
Florida, North Dakota, Utah and 
Wisconsin. 

The diversity of industry to be 
found in these four states gives 
more significance to the sales in- 
crease in September over August. 
North Dakota is almost entirely 
agricultural, while the agricultural 
industry is large in each of the 
other three states. It is conceded 
that the automotive industry is 
looking more anxiously to its. agri- 
cultural markets than to any other 
sections of the country.

after. The volume for 1930 will 
evidently reach about two-thirds of 
the 1929 service volume, Libonati 
believes, and he expects the service 
end of the business to pick up next 
spring, but not before. At this time. 
it is running about a third less than 
the corresponding period of last 
year. 

H. Brandon.-manager of the serv- 
ice department for the Western 
Motors Company, San_ Francisco 
dealer for Oakland and Pontiac, 
states that the service business 
through the year has been 75 per 
cent. of the 1929 service business, 
but that the outlook is very good. 
Mr. Brandon expects a pick-up be- 
fore the spring. 

The H. O. Harrison Company, 
Chrysler dealer for San Francisco 
and distributor of the Chrysler line 
in the forty-seven northern Califor- 
nia counties, reports that it has 
kept exact statistics for its service 
and related departments, and that 
the service business volume for 1930 
so far is but 5 per cent. under that 
for 1929; that the parts sales are 
up to the 1929 levels, except for ac- 
cessories, which are 5 per cent. less 


Don Lee, Inc., Cadillac dealer, re- 
ports “almost as much as 1929” for 
its service department, though no 
exact percentages are available.

We feel that prompt attention is 
the soul of business. 

“The salesmen must know every 
customer they deal with so that 
each sale begins and ends with a 
personal note in which the _ per- 
sonality of the salesman plays its 
necessary part. Our salesmen give 
each customer a favorable impres- 
sion through courteous dealings, 
and our shipments are prompt. The 
net result is that they like to do 
business with us. 

“Sales volume depends upon how 
many customers you can keep sold 
and from whom you can get a 
steady repeat business, so each sales- 
man takes a keen personal interest 
in the dealer’s wants and tries to 
heip him out with his business 
problems. We do not consider price 
an important factor in producing 
sales volume as you can render a 
service by stocking commodities for 
the convenience of customers, which 
they may obtain promptly in ac- 
cordance with their requirements. 

“We find the credit problem oc- 
casionally a hindrance to sales, but 
we would rather do a sound credit 
business than to lose money on our 
sales, and so we limit our customer 
accounts to a certain amount, and 
when that amount is exceeded, they 
cannot order another bill of goods 
until they pay up. Of course, it all 
depends upon what and who they 
are. In this way we have cut our 
losses down to less than 1 per cent. 
It is difficult to pass up an order 
and let someone else take it, but we 
find it pays in the long run. 

“Important in keeping up the 
salesman’s morale, we find is a get- 
together meeting once a year and 
a banquet where we can talk things 
over for the next year. Salesmen 
usually come in twice a year for 
a general sales meeting, which is 
alse very helpful. 

“Another factor in keeping 
saesmen on their toes is a weekly 
letter telling them what to push 
more, what to make a special drive 
on, where they are falling down and 
how to boost their individual] sales. 
We send out a general letter at 
least once a week. One week a let- 
ter may tell of a new item, or again, 
it may tell of sales slowing down on 
a certain item, and in all these let- 
ters we give our men valuable point- 
ers on how to push the sale of those 
particular commodities. 

“If a manufacturer tells us that 
other jobbers are doing much better 
on a certain item than we are, we 
find out how the other fellow is 
doing it, and then send out letters 
to our salesmen telling them that 
we have been falling down on sales

ness, and to pave the way for the 
salesman’s call, we send out a 
| monthly bulletin to the trade. Just 
| now we are using a blotter with our 
name on it, and showing our line, 
while one-half section of the blotter 
is reserved for different types of 
cuts. These cuts are funny sketches 
or comic strips, which tell a thou- 
sand-word story in a single picture. 

“For instance, a cartoon of a mo- 
torist with a wrecked automobile, 
looking at his car with a worried 
and harrassed look on his face and 
scratching his head, saying to him- 
self, “Where can I get these parts? 
I may have to get them from the 
factory.’ with the wording. ‘No, just 
drop a line to the Hooven Company.’ 
We also use this space for new 
things that come out if we don't 
want to use it for a cartoon. 

“Occasionally, we send to all the 
trade a folder showing different up- 
| holstery. Also, we send out samples 
of all of our fabrics. There is one 
on carpet board which we made up 
ourselves, which our customers can 
show to the trade. Closed car fabrics 
| are on another card. There is a 
complete line of top coverings and 
| covers for all kinds of sport tops 
which the customer can 
file for ready reference. 
our line of seat covers. 
“For good-sized shops, which do a 
lot of work, we have made up up- 
| holstery books, with removable sam- 
ples, all numbered, with little slots. 
As we get in new styles we pull 
these cards out and put in the new 
ones and number them. This book 
alone contains 158 samples. 

“In selling our best line of sedan 
roofing, we use our own trade name 
‘master dek,’ with a master key. 
Every yard of it is stamped so that 
if a top goes wrong after it is in- 
| Stalled, we can tell them when it 
was made and find out when it was 
| bought. Each yard is stamped with 
Our guarantee stamp and _ under- 
neath that is a key letter, which 
signifies when the goods were man- 
ufactured. 

“This eliminates any buyer from 
saying he had a top on for only 
five or six months, when in fact, 
| he may have had it on three years. 
| We guarantee for a year.”

Parts Company of America, Inc. 
Mr. Kiken says: 

“At the present time a number of 
manufacturers are recommending | 
resale discounts to their jobbers. 
This policy, it seems to me, will be 
detrimental to the jobber's interest, 
since it will lower his margin of 
profit. 

“It is true that temporarily such 
manufacturers may enjoy an in- 
creased volume at the expense of 
the jobber, but I believe that sooner 
or later other manufacturers will 
enter the field, taking advantage olf 
this idea by making their goods 
available to the jobber at lower 
prices. Perhaps their product will 
be of an inferior quality, but what- 
ever way it is accomplished, it will 
reflect on the industry as a whole 

“During the past few years, 
most parts manufacturers have ap- 
proached what appears to be fairly 
definite levels in list prices and dis- 
counts to jobbers. Such being the 
case, why should manufacturers at- 
tempt to establish for the jobbers, 
as they are apparently doing, recom- 
mended resale discounts which per- 
haps create additional volume for | 
the manufacturer, but with in- | 
creased cost and less profit to the 
jobber? 

“The jobbing business to date has 
been without question very profita- 
ble, and its stability is reflected in 


the fact that during the most se- 
vere depression it has stood the 
test. However, the ever increasing 


service demanded in the way of de- 
liveries, the necessity for additional 
sales and advertising effort, more 
capable and higher priced personnel, 
and more attractive and thus more 
expensive store layouts force the | 
jobber to do a large volume of 
business with no lower gross profit 
ratio. 

“The attempt to urge the jobber 
to resell in certain quantities at | 
longer discounts can produce only a 
temporary result because competi- 
tion will meet the new conditions 
and the market cannot be substan- | 
tially increased by so doing. We are 
now getting over the hill of the 
greatest depression this industry 
has ever seen. Why retard recovery 
from the depression with unsound | 
ideas?”

Wheels have heavy-duty Timken 
bearings and the compensating rock- 
er arm pivots on Timken bearings. 
There are claimed to be only five 
wearing points in this unit and 
these are protected by hardened 
steel pins and bushings, all lubricat- 
ed by alemite fittings. Pins and 
bushings are easily accessible and 
may be replaced at a low cost when 
worn, 

The unit, it is said, can be adapted 
to all heavy trucks, as the length 
of its axle can be adjusted readily 
to accommodate all tread widths 
and can be removed from one heavy- 
duty truck to another. 

A number of states now permit 
carrying of double loads when six- 
wheel equipment is used, and it is 
anticipated that Connecticut will 
shortly join this group, according 
to E. W. Byron, president of the 
Cason Company.

ese cutters is illustrated in Figure 
1, the sizes shown ranging from 
5 to 16 inches in diameter. 

Two distinct styles are offered, 
one ef which is equipped with high- 
speed steel blades, and the other 
with Stellite.

the angular mountings of the 
blades, which have been carefully 
developed to suit each of the cut- 
ting materials respectively.

The bodies of these cutters are | 
made from chrome-nickel _ steel | 
forgings.

The bodies are made cone-shaped 
so that the blades are positioned at |

their bottom and peripheral faces to 
suit. 

The locating surface from which 
the body is attached to the machine 
spindle is counterbored on all cut- 
ters 9-inch in diameter and larger | 
to provide a means of locating the 
cutter over the outside diameter ot 
the spindle nose instead of location | 
by a centering plug. This design 
prevents the locating surface from
